There have been three major changes to the offside law in recent years as a result of FIFA’s desire for a more attacking 


style of football with more scoring opportunities and goals. They are: 
1. An attacker who is level with the second last defender is now on-side whereas in previous years he was offside; 


2. Attackers must be involved in active play, not merely in an offside: 
3. Linesmen have been directed to given the benefit of doubt to the attacking team. 


The Law states that A player is in an offside position of he is nearer to his Opponents’ goal-line than the ball, unless: 


(a) he is is his own half of the field of play, or 
(b) he is not nearer to his opponents’ goal-line than at least two of his opponents. 


In the Additional Instructions Regarding the Laws of the Game FIFA advise that: 


(a) It is not an offense in itself to be in an offside position. 
(b) A player shall be penalised for being offside, if, at the moment the ball touches, or is played by, one of his team, he is, 


in the opinion of the referee involved in active play by 
1. interfering with play or with an opponent, or 
2. seeking to gain an advantage by being in that position. 


The concept of “zone of play’ has also been introduced and players who are outside this zone should not be ruled Offside. 
Referees and linesmen must ask the question, “Is the player who is in an offside position and in the zone of Play actively 


involved in play at the time?” 


In the past the philosophy has been that if the player wasn't seeking to gain an advantage, why was he on the field. 
Today a player can be in the zone of play but not offside if he is not actively involved. 


An example could be a forward who is slow coming back from marking the goalkeeper. When a long ball is kicked in his 
direction, the forward, who is in an offside position, stands still and allows the ball to run for a colleague who was on-side, 


For a player to be off-side he must be actively involved in the play at that point of time. 
Linesmen will now often wait until they are sure the player is active and although spectators may believe that the 
linesman is uncertain, this is not the case. The law states that the player must be actively involved and the linesman is 
merely ensuring that this is so. 

The offside law is one of the hardest to judge on the field and officials will never be able to 

escape from the specator’s belief that “An opposing player is off-side.”
